The country 
is upholding the army with calm de- 
terminfction. From our allies we re- 
ceive the support of their solidarity 
and of theif arms.

This case contains every element 
of willful murder. . . . But liTthh 
case it wltt be admitted by the prbsecn- 
don, and contended by the defense, 
that If ever there did eiift, of could 
exist, a motive which would be Ade- 
quate for murder, that motive existed 
with the prisoner in this case." 


Decided In Record Time.

TO SUPPLY ARMS 


WITHOUT DELAY 


War Department Says Supplies 


Will Be Forthcoming. 


BR PLANTS ME KEPT BUSY 


May Be Some Time Before Adequate 


Supply of Heavy Field Ordnance 
Can Be Provided, But Other Equip- 
ment Will Be Ready When They Are 
Needed. 


Announcement Is made by the War 


Department that there will be no seri- 
ous delay In supplying any element of 
the army with ordnance equipment, 
either small arms or field artillery of 
the small and medium caliber. It was 
added, however, that it may be some 
time before an adequate supply of 
heavy field ordnance can be provided, 
but as the army experts have not as 
yet determined Just how much artil- 
lery of this type should be supplied, 
no definite estimate as to the delay Is 
available. 


As to small arms, the existing sup* 


ply of Springfield rifles is being con- 
served for the use of Pershlng's regu- 
lars, and the arsenal producing ca- 
pacity has been expanded so that a 
very large proportion of the troops in 
France, if not all, will go into battle 
armed with this weapon, admittedly 
the best military rifle in the world. 


Big Plant* Are Busy. 


For the 
equipment of National 


Guard and National Army divisions 
the entire plants of several munitions 
firms, notably the Eddystone plant of 
the Baldwin Locomotive company, are 
being devoted to the manufacture of 
the British Enfield- rifle of most recent 
pattern, rechambered for the standard 
Springfield ammunition. 
With this 


change' the rifle Is a more powerful 
and more accurate weapon than as it 
is used In the British army. Three 
plants engaged in the manufacture of 
the American Enfleld are actually pro- 
ducing the rifles now at the rate of 
several thousand per day. There may 
be some delay in getting to the Na- 
tional Army divisions a full supply of 
rifles for training purposes, but not 
sufficient to be one of any Importance, 
as the first several months of the 
training of the majority of the men 
will not require the continual use of 
arms. Such rifles as are available can 
be passed around from company to 
company, and every nnit will be fully 
supplied not only with Its weapons, 
but with ample reserves months be- 
fore there Is any possibility of these 
forces being sent abroad. 


The artillery units of the National 


Army will be given a small number of 
guns of the three-inch calibre as soon 
as they are sufficiently organized to 
begin handling the weapons. To sup- 
ply this training equipment regular 
and National Guard artillery nnits sent 
abroad go forward without their guns 
and are equipped on the other side 
with French 75s, British trench mor- 
tars and practice types of heavier cali- 
bre. It has not been decided as yet 
whether the divisional artillery Is to 
be armed with four-inch or six-Inch 
howitzers In addition to the 75 bat- 
teries. When that decision is'reached, 
however, an ample supply of these 
weapons for the equipment of divi- 
sions in training at home can be 
turned out quickly by the arsenals and 
factories, which are making rapid 
progress with both calibres. 


For Machine Gun Battalions. 


Equipment of the machine gun bat* 


tallons of the National Army will be 
with the Vickers-Maxlm heavy water*, 
cooled' gun. 
Lewis, Browning and 


other types of light guns are designed 
for use in the machine gun sections of 
•Infantry companies and not for use by 
the machine gun battalions or com* 
panles of regiments, brigades or divi- 
sions. The strictly machine gun or- 
ganization, comprising fourteen ma- 
chine gun companies to each'infan- 
try division, are purely defensive 
units and for -the establishment of 
semi-fortified strong points of defense 
along the divisional front. The Lewis 
and other light machine guns Incor- 
porated In the regular Infantry equip- 
ment are for offensive purposes and 
each regiment will have 48 of these 
guns for that purpose.

LETTER POSTAGE 


WAS THREE CENTS 


The food hoarding habit which 


was exemplified last week in heavy 
purchases of sugar at a special price 
will not avail the frugal man in the 
lace of the proposed 
Increase in 


jostage. 
Uncle Sam will not take 


nto consideration the fact that you 
tave laid in a supply of 
two cent 


stamps against the boost in price for 
letter postage. 


Beginning Friday of 
this week 


;he new postage rate takes effect, 
letters mailed to points outside of 
Newark, except those points served 
by rural routes from the local office, 
must bear three cents in postage 
whether it goes to Utica or to Hono- 
lulu. Postcards must bear two cents 
postage, that is an additional one 
cent if the sender has used a one 
cent post card. 
This holds good 


whether you mail the card to an ad- 
dress in this city or on a rural route 
served by the local office or whether 
you send the card to 'Frisco. 


There will be no rush of letter 


writing, in the next few days before 
the advance takes effect, it is believ- 
ed. 
The public will be content to 


stand the extra tax. There are some 
still living who will remember when 
:hree cent postage was in effect here- 
tofore. 


It has been 34 years since the gov- 


ernment felt that it needed'three 
cents to carry letters. Oct. 1, 1883, 
;he postage was reduced to 
two 


cents. 


Early in the history of the post of- 


'ice department, in 1845, to be exact, 
;he rate for half-ounce letters was 
five cents within a radius of 300 
miles. 
In 1851, the radius was ex- 


tended to 3000 miles which included 
practically any point within the pres- 
jnt borders of the country. In 1883 
the half ounce letter could be sent 
for two cents and in 1885 another re- 
duction was made by increasing the 
weight of the letter to one ounce, 
postage two cents. 


So after all, postage still is not as 


high as it.was in civil war days and 
most of us are making more money 
than our fathers or grandfathers did 
when it cost them three cents to 
write home for car fare or to send a 
letter to their sweethearts. 


Perhaps the shrewd postal officials 


realized that the many young men in 
the 16 cantonments of the national 
army had left many young women at 
home and that the resultant exchange 
of letters would furnish the source 
of an enormous revenue. 
There are 


some "catty" things who might go so 
far as to say that, from their, obser- 
vations, the government ought to re- 
alize enough from this source alone 
to pay off the war debt. 


But don't forget that next Friday 


your letter must bear three 
cents 


postage or the extra tariff will, be 
collected at "the other end."

The Dodge Brothers, 
who are stockholders in the Ford 
Motor company attempted by injunc- 
tion to prevent Ford from using his 
company's profits to erect great blast 
furnaces at River Rouge, near De- 
troit. 


Judge Hosmer ruled that a cor- 


poration mav not against the protest 
of a stockholder, hold its profits 
without distribution. 
He also held 


that the proposed blast furnaces at 
River Rogue are not a necessary ad- 
dition to the Ford Motor company's 
business resources. 
Ford 
planned 


these furnaces with a view to pur- 
chasing ironore in large quantities 
and then to convert it into steel in 
his own plants. 


The Ford motor company is not a 


mompolv within the lines laid down 
bv the Sherman unti-trust law, Judge 
Hosmer decided. 


Alfred Lucking, chief of Ford's 


legal staff, announced that "the case 
would be appealed immediately."
